“ Then the buyer is left w-ith a dis­ 
honored c»r on his hands; a car no gar­ 
age or repair man wan Lh to see in his 
shop; a car that is like the mule, ‘with­ 
out pride of ancestry or hope for pos­ 
terity*. 
“ Another point, and one that hinges 
very closely on this cut-price error, is 
that of annual depreciation cost of a 
car.
